‘CHIEF JUSTICES COMMENTS. © 


The Full Court of Appeal was filled with members of, the legal 
profession, well-dressed Chinese ladies and gentlemen and quite 
a number of European business men, when the Chief Justice, Sir 
delivered his judgment yesterday afternoon’ in the 
Appeal Case of Rex v..Chung Yu Fan.
